GLADIOLUS NOTES 


As soon as you receive your Gladiolus blubs they should be opened and stored 
in a cool place with plenty of ventilation. Here in California bulbs can be planted 
from December to July, however the most popular time for the home gardener 
is from March to June. 


Plant in full sun as they do best if they have no competition from trees and 
shrubs nearby. Good drainage is essential. also plenty of water. 


Spade or plow rather deep to give the roots opportunity to secure food and 
moisture. 


One good method is to dig a trench about 7 or 8 inches deep, apply a heavy 
dusting of a good commercial fertilizer in the trench, cover with about 2 inches 
of soil and plant your bulbs on this. Bulbs may be planted 3 to 6 inches apart in 
rows, with the rows 24 to 36 inches apart. Dip the bulbs before planting in one 
teaspoonful Lysol to 1 quart of water. Soak the bulbs 3 to 6 hours. Plant the 
same day as treated, while wet if possible. If the odor of Lysol is offensive you 
may use any reliable dip recommended by your Nurseryman. 


When your plants are 4 to 6 inches high, dust or spray with D D T. If over- 
head sprinkling is used it is advisable to use a liquid spray containing D D T. 
or if surface watering is done a D D T dust will answer very nicely. Continue 
spraying each week. 


About 6 weeks to 2 months after blooming the leaves will begin to turn yellow 
as the new bulb matures. Dig the bulbs before the plants die down entirely, cut 
the tops off close to the bulbs, store in a shady place until dry. In about 3 or 
4 weeks the old bu!b will come off easily and the new clean bulb is ready for 
winter storage. Dust all clean bulbs with 3 to 5% D D T powder and store in 
a wel! ventilated place.

DREAM CASTLE (Lins ’43) Ruffled warm 
coral pink blending to lighter throat. Spikes 
always straight with precise placement and 
attachment. Special Reserve Champion at 
5S CGS June 1947. 


EARLY ROSE (Jack) Rich rose shading to 
lighter in throat. Fine form and placement. 
Truly a fine cut flower. 


ETHEL CAVE COLE (Cave ’41) E. One of 
the top commercial pinks.

GOLDEN STATE (Wheeler ’42) M. Clear 
rich yellow on a tall spike. Opens 8 to 10-5” 
blooms in a double row. Fine exhibition and 
cut flower. 


GLAMIS (Palmer 740) M. Intensely ruffled 
light rose with white throat. Large blooms 
on a medium length stem. One of the finest 
and most beautiful of all the Glads. A must 
for home or commercial. 


GRETA GARBO (Pfitzer ’37) M. Beautiful 
soft blush white, on a tall strong stem. 
Very fine. 


HARMAU (Both ’40) E. Orange red, with 
rosy overtone, throat deeper, slightly ruffled 
giant florets on a tall stem. Very fine com- 
mercial. 


HUNTRESS (M. Jack) E, Large early lav- 
ender. Many times a blue ribbon winner. 
A must. 


IRAK (Mitsch) L. Sport of Bagdad, a lav- 
ender gray. Lovely with soft rose colors. A 
winner in its class. 


KING LEAR (Palmer) E. Very early, clear 
reddish purple with silver edge on petals. 
A fine early purple. A blue ribbon winner. 


KING CLICK (Wilson) M. Opens 8 to 10 
large ruffled red florets on a tall stem. Fine 
show Glad. 


KING TAN (Wilson) M. Large rosy ian. 
Something different, that makes a lovely 
bouquet. Winner many times. 


LANTANA (Palmer ’43) E. Pastel shade of 
orange and yellow. Opens 8-4%”’ florets on 
a fairly long flower head. Short stem below 
first floret. Very beautiful. 


LADY JANE (Lake ’41) M. A clear cream 
with a yellow lip, and a chartreuse bud. 
Will open 6 to 8 florets on a tall spike, a 
good grower that increases rapidly. Stands 
heat. In fact Lady Jane possesses something 
that no other Glad. seems to be able to have.

LAVENDER QUEEN (Arenius) E. Deep 
violet lavender, usually clear, sometimes 
flecked. Opens 6 well spaced florets on a 
tall spike. Very popular. 


MT. INDEX (Miller) E. Cream white with 
gold throat. Tall and very beautiful with 8 
open. Fine cut flower. 


MARGARET BEATON (Twomey ’37) E. 
Snow white with small cherry blotch in 
throat. Tall strong spike. Very fine blotched 
white. 


MELROSE (Lins ’43) M. Rose red blending 
into an Am. Beauty throat. Good propaga- 
tor. Florists consider it a fine color. 


MYRNA FAYE (Lins) E. Rich orchid lav- 
ender, opening 9 to 10 florets. Vigorous 
grower. 


MERCURY (Lins ’41) M. Large clear bright 
vermillion red. A good propagator and an 
excellent commercial. 


ORIENTAL PEARL (Carlson ’46) M. This 
is a very large, wide open plain petaled 
cream. Florets can be grown to 7 inches 
from large bulbs. 


OGARITA (Wilson ’42) L. Rose salmon 
with gold throat. One of the tallest, some- 
times 6 feet, spikes have a flower heads of 
36”, carrying 20 to 24 buds. Healthy grow- 
er, good propagator and germinator. 


PICARDY (Palmer 731) M. Still the most 
popular and widely grown of all the var- 
ieties. A large salmon pink, can open 8 to 
10 on a tall spike. 


PINK PICARDY (Earl ’45) M. Sport of Pic- 
ardy only much more of a pink. 


PANDORA (B. L. Palmer) M. Clear soft 
geranium pink with small inconspicuous 
feather in throat. 8 to 10 round, medium- 
sized, well-attached blooms open on a 
straight medium height:spike. A very beau- 
tiful variety, and good commercial.

SILENTIUM (Pfitzer ’38) M. Pure white, 
carmine feather in throat, very attractive. 


STOPLIGHT (Lins) M. A very brilliant 
clear red, slightly ruffled. A strong, tall 
commercial. 

SILVER WINGS (RitSema ’43) M. A _ beau- 
tiful glistening white sport of Picardy. Tall 
and straight and slightly ruffled.
